SUBJECT: ALLEDGED BORDER ATTACKS IN SOUTHWEST 

1 . SUMMARY: DESPITE BAD COMMUNICATIONS, IT APPEARS THAT AT LEAST 

TWO SEPARATE ANGOLAN MILITARY UNITS, POSSIBLY WITH MERCENARY SUPPORT, 
ATTACKED SW SHABA ON MARCH 8 AND 9. ONE FORCE ATTACKED DILOLO AND THE 
OTHER MOVED FROM THE SOUTH THROUGH LUASHI TO KISENGEANO OCCUPIED 
SMK MINING SITE. UNCONFIRMED REPORT THAT SANDOA AND KATANGA 
WERE ALSO OCCUPIED. 

2. ACCORDING TO WELL INFORMED SOURCE, A FAZ SOLDIER CALLED SNCZ HQS 
IT 

LUBUMBASHI AT 1335 HOURS ON MARCH 8 TO REPORT KISENGE (SITE OF SMK 
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MANGANESE MINE AND FACTORY) OCCUPIED BY MPLA TROOPS. INFORMANT HAD 
FLED KISENGE AND WAS CALLING FROM DIVUMA. SNCZ OFFICIALS CALLED 
GENERAL ZONGIA TO INFORM HIM. AT 1100 HOURS MARCH 9 AN SNCZ AGENT 
CALLED SNCZ HQS LUBUMBASHI TO REPORT THAT THERE HAD BEEN 20-25 EXPLOS 
IONS 

IN DILOLO WITHIN LAST HOUR, THAT POPULATION HAD FLED DILOLO AND TOWN 
NOW 
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EMPTY. SNCZ REPORTS COMMUNICATIONS TO DILOLO NOW NON EXISTANT. 

SNCZ INFORMED REGIONAL COMMISSIONER GENERAL ZONGIA AND HAS HALTED ALL 
TRAIN TRAFFIC WEST OF MUTSHATSHA. SOURCE ALSO REPORTS THAT SAME SNCZ 
AGENT CLAIMS POPULATION ALSO FLEEING KAPANGA. 

3. SMK LUBUMBASHI REPORTS IT RECEIVED COMMUNICATIONS TO EFFECT THAT 
KISENGE HAS BEEN OCCUPIED BY INVADING FORCE, INCLUDING MERCENARIES 
COMING FROM ACROSS ANGOLAN BORDER NEAR AREA OF LUASHI. SMK FEARFUL 
ITS MINE, PLANT AND WORKERS BEING HELD HOSTAGE. SMK UNABLE TO 
CONTACT KISENGE SINCE YESTERDAY. SMK ALSO REPORTS ACCORDING TOTWCND 
DILOLO HAS BEEN ATTACKED. SMK ALSO REPORTS THAT SANGOLA AND 
KAPANGA ALLEDGEDLY MENACED. WE ARE UNABLE TO CONFIRM WITH CND THUS 
FAR 

AS CND CHIEF IS CURRENTLY CLOSETED WITH REGIONAL COMMISSIONER. 

GENERAL OELIEF HERE SEEMS TO BE THAT ONE OR MORE INVADING FORCES 
FROM ANGOLA CONSISTING OF MPLA, CUBANS AND KATANGA GENDARMES 
ATTACKED DILOLO AND KISENGE. STORIES OF TROUBLES AT SANGOLA AND 
KAPANGA SEEM BASED MORE ON THIRD HAND REPORTS THUS FAR. IT SHOULD BE 
UNDERSTOOD THAT COMMUNICATIONS BETWEEN LUBUMBASHI 
AND WESTERN SHABA ARE VERY POOR AT BEST 
AND ALMOST NON-EXISTENT NOW IN VIEW OF APPARENT PROBLEMS 
THERE, SO ALL STORIES MUST BE REGARDED CRITICALLY. HOWEVER, IT IS 
APPARANT THAT THERE HAVE BEEN INCIDENTS OF SOME KIND IN WESTERN 
SHABA. 
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
